EDUCATION BOARD 
WAY CHANGE RULE 


Members Give Praise to 
Supt. Slaton. 


Modification of Rule Governing 
Election of Teachers Favored 
by. Five Members and Op- 
posed by One---Four Not 
Ready to Talk as Yet. 


Interviews with members of the 
board of education yesterday in an en- 
deavor to find out their position in 
reference to the present rule of the 
board, which permits the superintend- 
schools to nominate employees 
city school system, seem to 
indicate that the majority favor at 
least a modification of this rule. Near- 
ly all the members wish to express 
their commendation of Superintendent 
William M. Slaton and hope that no 
action that may be taken shall be 
construed an attack upon his ad- 
ministration. 

Several members hesitate to express 
their opinions at this time, feeling that 
they have not given the matter 
sufficient consideration. 

Steve R. Johnston, who, on May 
proposed the rule in question, is the 
only member who expresses unquali- 
fied approval of it. 

Resolution of Judge Kontz. 

This discussion was precipitated by 
the action of Judge E. C. Kontz, who, 
at the regular board meeting Wednes- 
day afternoon, introduced a resolution 
to repeal the rule of May Judge 
Kontz’s resolution gives the following 
points as reasons why the superinted- 
ent should not have the power to nom- 
inate the principals, assistant princi- 
pals, teachers and other emplgyees of 
the city school system. The resolution 
of May 27 has placed a heavy burden 
upon the superintendent; the city char- 
ter provides that the board shall elect 
the employees: a city ordinance con- 
tains the same provision; the resolu- 
tion shifts the responsibility which 
the board should carry, and the reso- 
lution was in the nature of an experi- 
ment. 

In explaining his position In the 
matter Thursday, Judge Kontz said: 

“I do not know that I can add any- 
thing that is not contained in the res- 
olution itself. I do want to say, how- 
ever, that my action is in no Way an 
attack upon Superintendent Slaton. It 
is merely a change of principle that I 
wish to effect and this change I think 
most important to the well-being 
of the system. 


What Might Be Done. 


“While we do mot anticipate any- 
thing of the sort, yet It would be pos- 
sible ander the present rule for the 
superintendent to discharge every 
teacher in Atlanta without the board 
being able to prevent it. We could 
not even vote to retain them. If we 
had in mind a desirable teacher whom 
we wanted to elect we could not do so, 
if the superintendent did not choose 
to nominate her. For the same rea- 
son we could not promote a teacher 
without his co-operation. 

“It Is surely one of the principal 
duties of the board to elect. With this 
power taken from us we are reduced 
to mere choosers of chalk and scrub- 
bing brushes. While a literal in pet - 
pretation of the law may show that 
we still elect, a liberal interpretation 
does not show this. In the spirit of 
the law to elect means to select or 
choose, and this, under the present 
rule, we do not do. Understand that I 
appreciate the value of the superin- 
tendent’s opinion in the choice of 
teachers, etc., and desire that his co- 
operation be continued.” 

President E. M. Mitchel) had 
following to say on the matter: 

“While I was not in favor of the 
resolution of May 27 in the form in 
which it was passed, yet I would not 
be willing to modify this resolution if

Parole Board Is Now 
Ready to Meet. 


Paroles for More Than 225 
Prisoners Are to Be Consid- 
ered Within the Next Few 


Days---Mr. .La Dow Talks of | 


the System. 


Paroles for more than 225 of the oc- 
cupants of the local federal prison are 
to be considered within the next few 
days, the first time in the history of 
the local institution that a chance at 
parole has been offered any of the 


prisoners. 

Robert V. LaDow, president of the 
boards of parole of United States fed- 
eral prison, reached the city yes- 
terday, and he, with Warden Moyer 
and Dr. A. L. Fowler, prison physician, 
will consttute the parole board which 
will act upon the applications made. 

This is the first time this parvle 
board has ever met, having been cre- 
ated by an act of congress last sum- 
mer, Under the provisions of the bill 
by which it was created, prisoners in 
federal prisons for a*‘term of more 
than one year may make application 
for parole, provided they have served 
at least one-third of theff sentence 
and have observed all the rules of the 
prison. The parole board, under the 
law, must meet at the federal prisons 
at least three times each year, and as 
often in addition as may be deemed 
necessary. The meeting which is io 
be held at this time is a special one, 
the first regular meeting of the board 
having been set for early in next 
year. 

225 Prisoners Eligible. 

There are now in the prison, ac- 
cording to Warden Moyer, something 
over 225 prisoners who have served the 
required one-third of their sentences 
and are thus eligible under the rules 
to make application for parole. It fs 
expected that more than a week will 
be required for the parole board to go 
into the merits of all of these cases. 

Under the law providing for this 
parole system, which is the first ever 
enacted for shortening the time of 
service of a federal prisoner, except 
the “good behavior’ act, the men pa- 
roled are under the care of the prison 
authorities until their term of gsen- 
tence has expired, and the government 
does all in tts power to not only se- 
cure work for the men, but to help 
them to keep employment after find- 
ing it. 

No man who is physically able to 
work will be paroled until same form 
of employment has been secured for 
him by the prison authorities, unless 
he is a business man of means, in 
which case he is required to show the 
authorities that he expects to engage 
in some legitimate enterprise, During 
the time between parole and the date 
on which the paroled man's sentence 
would have expired, all paroled pris- 
oners are required to report monthly 
to the prison authorities, telling them 
in detail of their whereabouts and 
the work they are doing. 

A Great Step Forward. 

Mr. LaDow, who has been in prison 
work for the federal government more 
than fifteen years, believes that the 
enactment of this parole law is the 
greatest step forward the federal gov- 
ernment has ever made in regard to 
her prisoners. The majority of the 
men occupying federal prisons, he 
points ott, have been convicted of 
minor offenses, in which a question 
of moral turpitude is not really in- 
volved, and for this reason are not 
criminals in the rea] sense of the word, 
To release these men on parole, he be- 
lieves, will give them renewed confi- 
dence in themselves and in their ability 
to keep straight, a confidence which 
they perhaps would not have were 
they to serve out their sentence, - He

The only fighting in this vicinity 
occurred at Gomez Palacio last Mon- 
day, when the rurales police put to 
rout a band of looting rebels. In the 
engagement seven rebels and six de- 
fenders of the town were killed. 

A report that three hundred revo- 
lutionists are within a few miles of 
Torreon has not been confirmed. Five 
hundred Mexican troops are in the 
vicinity and further trouble is not 
expected.

N OPEN MUTINY 


Sailors Rebel and Seize 
the Battleships. 


Rio Janeiro Bombarded in Or- 
der to Force Congress to 
Grant the Demands of the 
Sailors—The Tars are De- 
manding Certain Concessions. 


—_ 


Rio Janeiro, November 24.—-The mu- 
tiny in the Brazilian navy, which 
broke out the night of November 22 on 
board the battleship Minas Geraes and 
subsequently extended to other ves- 
sels of the fleet, is in a critical stage 
tonight. The mutineers today sent to 
the government a strongly-worded ul- 
timatum demanding an increase in 
pay, the abolishment of corporal pun- 
ishment and several other unpopular 


regulations. 

The senate, which had been called 
in extrdordinary session to consider 
the situation, voted unanimously in 
favor of amnesty to the rebels, but the 
chamber, after discussing the matter 
most of the day, adjourned without 
taking final action. 

Palace Is Menaced. 

Tonight the battleship Sao Paulo and 
the cruiser Bahia withdrew from the 
harbor, but the Minag Geraes took up 
a position opposite the government 
palace. 

During the course of the day an ef- 
fort was made through Deputy Car- 
valho to induce the mutineers to sur- 
render, but they refused to do so un- 
til the government grants their de- 
mands. It is officially declared that 
the mutiny is entirely without politi- 
cal character and is looked upon mere- 
ly as an effort of the sailors to en- 
force certain demands for concessions 
from their officers. 

Captain Neves and two other offi- 
cers offered resistance to some of the 
sailors and were killed and one officer 
was mortally wounded.

It is to be regretted that any misunderstanding on part of 
Macon of the circumstances leading up to the proposal to move 


a moment, the cordial tenor of the relations between Macon and 


Atlanta. 
Had the initiative in the matter come from Atlanta, our sister 


city might have kad some cause for resentment in the premises.

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COMMERCIAL NECESSITIES AND GOOD ROADS. 


Making a splendid argument for systematic and scientific 
waterway improvement, The Houston (Tex.) Chronicle, uncon- 
sciously, perhaps, lays bare the congressional injustice that lav- 
ishe§ millions annually upon rivers and harbors and neglects good 
roads. 

The Chronicle thus refers to the striking change of national 
sentiment with regard to federal aid for waterways: 


The time was when the school of strict constructionists strongly op- 
posed the making of appropriations to improve rivers and harbors 
because it was contended that such legislation involved an infringe- 
ment upon the province of the state and extended the sphere of op- 
erations of the general government into a field never contemplated by 
the fathers and founders of the republic. 

The change in sentiment and action is a marvelous illustration of 
the dominant influence of the commercial necessities of the nation in 
overawing and annihillating theories of government, as neither of the 
great parties now advances any of the theories contended for by the 
statesmen of the earlier day, but the members of both parties seek to 
get the largest possibe appropriation, and, indeed, the commerctal 
instinct is so forceful] that the standard of a congressman’s statesman- 
ship has come to be measured by the amount he gets for his consti- 
tutents out of the biennial “pork barrel.”’ 

The “strict constructionists”™ are now just as strenuously op- 
posing federal aid to good roads, both upon the plea that it may 
invade the province of the states and that it contemplates “extend- 
ing the sphere of operations of the general government into a field 
never contemplated by the fathers and founders of the republic.” 

If the “commercial necessities” of waterway improvement jus- 
tified the “overawing and annihilating of the theories of govern- 
ment,” the same logic applies to good roads! 

Good roads are more a commercial necessity than waterways, 
if the distinction is sought to be drawn. For one man interested 
in or benefited by improved waterways, ten men, the farmer and 
the ultimate consumer principally, are interested in and benefited 


by good roads. 
The American people are rapidly coming to see the situation 


Some day the statesmen who continue voting away 
millions on the pork barrel and none for good roads are going to} 
be jarred out of their misreading of public sentiment by permis- 
sion to stay at home. 


THE MEXICAN REVOLUTION. 


Until press reports become more consecutive and definite, it 
will be difficult to arrive at the true status of the so-called revo- 
lution in the republic of Mexico. 

Francisco I. Madero has proclaimed himself president of the 
provisional government of Mexico, and there has been spasmodic 
fighting at several places within the republic, with the loss of life 
yet uncertain. 

And that is about the extent of the information that has drib- 
bled out of the country just across the Rio Grande. 

Meanwhile, President Diaz is reported to be making excep- 
tional preparations to put down the disaffection, and the belief of 
well-informed Americans is that his efforts will prevail. 

A. casual study of the career of this phenomenal personality 
is such as to inspire confidence that no revolution is likely to thrive 
once his iron hand is clutched upon it. 

There is, of course, the contingency that Diaz’s advanced years 
have robbed him of the fire and ruthlessness and craftiness which 
once made him invincible, and which brought him from the unde- 
fined status of a mountain bandit to the position of dictator of 
Mexico. 

Should that prove to be the case, and should national disaf- 
fection be wider spread than is thought in this country, it is pos- 
sible that a climax may have to be anticipated. / 

, The best advices are, however, that the responsible property 
and home-owning classes stand behind Diaz, realizing that he has 
brought Mexico from a condition of semi-barbarism to one in 
which she enjoys the respect of the civilized nations. The army 
is another factor. As yet there has been little accurate informa- 
tion regarding its attitude, though there is reason to believe the 
majority of the men in the ranks will remain steadfast to Diaz. 

Our own government has taken steps to protect American in- 
terests. And until the accusations against Diaz are buttressed by 
more credible proof, it is likely the people of this country will not 
especially sympathize with what appears an effort to push back 
the hands of the clock in the neighboring republic.

One of the problems that makes the south’s annual yield from 
cotton urcertain is the problem of gathering the crop, and that, in 
ey is determined by the supply of labor, mostly negro and un- 
reliable. 

Building upon this conceded condition, inventors have for 
many. years sought to contrive machinery that would do for the 
cotton fields what the mechanical harvester does for the wheat 
ficlds, and thus vastly simplify the south’s agricultural problems. 

So far, success has not been forthcoming. Again and again, 
some genius seemed to have almost trodden on the heels of tri- 
umph, only to find that his device was impractical in actual opera- 
tion. 

The wizardry of American mechanics should be sufficient to 
eventually find a way.

Chil- 
dren who are now unable to attend 
school because of the condition of the 
roads at certain seasons of the year 
would be enabled to get to schoo! with- 
out difficulty. We have statistics to 
show that the prosperity that would 


s0 much good as roads built on a con- 
nected and systematic basis. 

“We shall endeavor to bring about 
the organization of practical, working 
county clubs, which will turn their at- 
tention and energies toward improving 
county road administration, mainte- 
nance, and construction; to uphold the 
work of state associations, aiding them 
in their efforts to secure wise and ade- 
quate legislation. 

“The need of the day in roadwork is 
to take the administration of the roads 
away from the influence of politics; to 
insist on skilled supervision of all 
roadwork; to remedy the evils of too 
much localization, and to substitute 
uniformity and system for the con- 
fusions incident to pure localism as we 
now find it in some of the states.” 

As Important as Waterways. 

President Taft has urged a system- 
atic treatment of the waterways. It 
is just such treatment that the good 
roads movement needs to make it 
completply effective. 

‘The primary object of the associa- 
tion will be to aid and promote every 
practical movement looking toward 
the improvement public roads. 
are already a number of coun- 
ty, state, and general organizations 
which are doing good work along va- 
rious lines, and I am glad to say that 
representatives of severa! such organ- 
izations are with us today. It is our 
hope that this work will harmonize 
and correlate the work of all existing 
Organizations.

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LIMITED PARCELS POST 
FOR THE R. F. D. ROUTES 


Washington, November 24.-A lim- 
ited parcels post for the rural free Ge- 
livery routes will be recognized by 
Postmaster General Hitchcock in his 
forthcoming annual report. In an- 
aouncing this tonight, the postmaster- 
general foresees the establishment of 
a general parcels post throughout the 
country as soon as the postal savings 
system is thoroughly organized. 

As the preliminary step in the de- 
velopment of such service Mr. Hitch- 
cock will ask congress to authorize 
the delivery on rural routes of parceis 
weighing as high as seven pounds, 
which is the weight limit for the in- 
ternational] parcels post. 

This form of service, it is maintain- 
ed, can be conducted with little, if any, 
additional expense to the government. 
It will not require the appointment of 
more carriers, for those already em- 
ployed have the necessary equipment 
in the way of horses and wagons to 
distribute the parcels as well ag ths 
ordinary mailh

Hitchcock Talks About the 
Arrest of Knight by 


Postal Inspectors. 


Washington, November 24.—Com- 
menting on the arrest yesterday by 
postoffice inspectors of John W. 
Knight, senior member of the cotton 
brokerage firm of Knight, 
Co., Decatur, Ala., Postmaster Gen- 
eral Hitchcock today gave out a 
statement in which he says that the 
operations of this concern through the 
alleged fraudulent use of the mails 
would doubtless exceed a million dol- 
lars. 

The alleged fraud was committed, 
he says, by use of bogus bills of lad- 
ing covering fictitious shipments. Mr. 
Hitchcock asserts that, by making 
false reports of shipments to insurance 
companies, certificates of insurance 
were procured covering both railway 
and marine risks. These genuine in- 
surance certificates were accept- 
ed as indicating the honesty 
of the shipments, and the bills 
of lading thus accompanied were 
negotiated by note brokers, who pro- 
cured payment from the foreign im- 
porters in advance of delivery.

Rudolph Norhaus, who was brought 
to Trenton today by the county au- 
thorities along with Sears; was al- 
lowed to go by Prosecutor Chrisley. 

Early this evening, after having sub- 
mitted Sears to examination, Prosecu- 
tor Crossley and County Detective 
Kirkham went to Dutch Neck and 
Sears’ mother, the housekeeper in the 
household, was placed in the custody 
of constables at the house in Dutch 
Neck. 

Mr. Crossley would not discuss the 
surveillance of the mother except to 
say that the disposal of her case would 
be determined tomorrow. 

Investigation today establisheq the 
fact that the Rev. Armstrong and his 
wife were killed with a double-bar- 
reled gun which was found standing in 
the kitchen of the Armstrong home. 
This gun was borrowed by Sears two 
weeks ago from a neighbor. 

Sears is a halfbreed and his mother 
is a negress. The mother has been 
housekeeping in the Armstrong family 
for more than thirty years. 

Rev. Mr. Armstrong was one of the 
best known Ppesbyterian ministers .n 
New Jersey. He had been pastor of 
the church at Dutch Neck for forty- 
three years and for nearly as long a 
time was stated clerk of the Presby- 
tery of New Brunswick. He was a 
graduate of Princeton and also of 
Princeton seminary.

EDUCATION BOARD 
MAY CHANGE RULE

such modification should be con- 
strued as an attack upon Superintend- 
ent Slaton. His administration has 
been comscientious and able and he 
had devoted himself with great sac- 
rifice to the best interests of the 
oe His selection of teachers has 
‘been, I think, wise and just. 
Might Be Wise te Modify. 

"Considered, however, on the merits 
of the case alone, I think it might be 
wise to modify slightly the resolution 
of May 2%. The main principle of the 
rule is correct. In nearly all the best 
school systems the teachers are chosen 
on the recommendation of the super- 
intendent. The former plan of appli- 
cants for teachers’ places campaigning 
for the votes of the twelve board 
members, too, frequently resulted in 
the choice of unqualified teachers who 
possessed sufficient political influence 
| to get a majority of the votes. Also it 
was too great a tax on the board 
members to be compelled to listen to 
the. hundreds of applicants and their 
numerous friends. I do not think 
that the resolution of May 27 is an in- 
fringement of the law.” 

Vice President Courtland 8. Winn 
also favors a slight modification, but 
does not think the present rule an in- 
fringement. 

“T-am. not in favor of any radical 
depature from the present rule,” he 
says, “but I do think that it should 
be altered slightly. Just what this 
modification should be I do not now 
know, as I have not had time to give 
the matter due consideration. I do not

difficulty. The teachers are still 
elected by the board, although nomi- 
nated by the superintendent.” 

Green Wants Change. 

Dan W. Green emphatically outlined 
his position in. the matter as follows: 

“The resolution of May 27 was 
passed before I became a member of 
the board, and I have never been in 
favor of it. I think it takes the power 
delegated to the board by the people 
out of the hands of the board and 
gives the power of nomination (which 
is virtually the power of election’ 
into the hands of the superintendent, 
who is not responsible to the people, 
but to the board. 

“Besides this, I think it is contrary 
to the spirit and policy of the city 
charter, giving the board the right to 
elect,. therefore to nominate. There- 
fore, I think it is utterly out of har- 
mony with the intentions of the char- 
ter of the city of Atlanta governing 
the board of education that the board 
should delegate the aforesaid powers 
to a man who is not a member of the 
board, and who himself is dependent 
upon them for his own election. In 
other words, I believe that the board 
has no more right to delegate these 
powers to the superintendent than it 
would have to delegate them to the 
physical ,instructor or medical direc- 
tor. or any other officer.” 

Mr. Green also stated that he be- 
lieved that the time taken by the 
superintendent to nominate teachers 
detracted from the time necessary for 
the proper transaction of his other 
duties. 

Johnston Opposed to Change. 

Steve R. Johnston, author og the 
resolution of May 27, still favors the 
measure, and is opposed to its repeal. 

“I introduced the measure in ques- 
tion last May for the good of the 
school system, and am absolutely op- 
posed to the new resolution. If the 
old rule is abolished, the result will be 
that the school system will be the 
victim of ward politics. In regard to 
the legal, side of the matter, the 
board does still elect the teachers, and 
there is no infringement of the law.’’ 

Dr. G. Y. Pierce favors the modifi- 
cation of the present rule, and states 
the modifications, he thinks, would be 
desirable.
